LATER FAILED TO 
CALL FOR MACHINE 


Sheriff Given Names of 
Two Men Said to Have 
Been Captors of Slain 
Constable and Pal. 


The arrest of John Giannola, @ 


St. Louis candy store proprietor, 
was requested last night by Sheriff 
Deimling of Madison County, for 
questioning concerning an automo- 
bile towed in from a.lonely Horse- 
shoe Lake moonshining plant, 
where the bodies of Constable Oh- 
mer Hockett and his chum, John 
Balke, of Edwardsyille, were found 
in a shallow grave Friday. "They 
had been shot to death. 

The machine, a Ford touring car, 
was towed from fhe farm road toe 
Venice by Gianntola’s order, relayed 
by an employe, on Friday, Jan. 29, 
the day the two men disappeared, 
according to a Venice garage man. 

It was taken in to Venice the 
afternoon of the day Hockett had 
said they were going to visit a still 
at Horseshoe Lake. 

At the farm from which the ma- 
chine was taken, the Constable‘and 
his companion are believed to have 
been held prisoners for a week be- 
fore they were killed last Thursday 
night or Friday morning. : 


Ordered Tires. 

According to a Venice filling\eta- 
tion owner, Giannola went to Ven- 
ice several days after the car had 
been brought into the town and iIn- 
structed him to put tires on the, 
machine. It has been standing 
since at the filling station. He has 
not returned to claim it. 

The information on which Gian- , 
nola’s arrest was requested was 
given by Earl Price, mechanic at. 
the Midway garage in Venice, a 
Ralph Nichols, son of the propri- 
etor of the garage. 

Price related that about 4 p. m. 
on Jan. 29, a truck driver in the 
employ of Giannola stopped at th» 
garage and asked that someone get 
Giannola’s car, which was stuck in 
the mud, he said, near the Horse- 
shoe Lake place known as the ol4 
Sullivan farm, the place where 
Hockett and Balke were slain. 

Price and Nichols said they 
found on arrival at the car, a short 
distance from the farm house that. 
it had been stripped of tires. They 
towed it back to Vehice and re~ 
paired the motor, which had been 
frozen. 

Later, they sald, the car was 
rgiled across the street to the shop 
of Harry Goldman. Instructions 
were received from Gliannola last 
Monday or Tuesday for the instal« 
lation of the tires, Goldman satrl. 

Said He Would Return. 

On last Thursday, the day be- 
fore the bodies were found, G'an- 

nola came again, according to 
Goldman, saw that the tires had 
been fitted and remarked that he 
would return for the car. 

Goldman said that he knew Gi. 
annola well. He declared Gianno-~ 
la's trucks passed the filling sta. 
tion several times a week with 
sugar and that Giannola and his 
employes stopped at the Goldman 
station frequently for gasoline. 

Price also sald that he knew 
Glannola and was acquainted with 
the drivers of his trucks. 

In addition to this information, 
Sheriff Deimling has the names of 
two men said to have been cap- 
tors of Hockett and Balke in the 
week preceding tHeir death. The 
names were given him by Mrs, 
Hockett who declares they were 
told her by James Mike, a restau. : 
rant proprietor of Granite City. 

Mrs. Hockett appealed to Mike 
on Saturday, Jan. 30, for help in 
finding her husband, whom Mike 
had known. At that time, she told * 
reporters iast night, Mike ramed 
two men as her husband's captors 
and said, “If you want to see your

New fuel was added to 
the fire in the fight on the pro- 
vision proposing repeal of the law 
nllowing publication of tax pay- 
nrents when Senator Ernst «fep.), 
of Kentucky submitted a minority 
report from the special committes 
which investigated the /Interna) 
Revenue Bureau, 

Couzens’ Report Challenged. 

Senator Couzens (Rep.) of Mich- 
izan, chairman of the special com- 
mittee, had urged opening of all 
returns to public inspection on the 
basis of the majority report of the 
committee. 

Ernst and Senator Watson 
(Rep.) of Indiana, in the minority 
report, challenged conclusions 
reached by the Michigan Senator 
and the fight was postponed until 
Monday. 

» The Senate voted down an 
amendment by Senator Copeland 
(Dem.) of New York, proposing 
to exempt athletic clubs from the 
10 per cent dues tax. It also re- 
versed previous approval of a Fi- 
nance Committee amendment to 
allow farmers’ mutual fire insur- 
ance companies exemption from 
the corporation tax only if 85 per 
cent of the company’s income is 
collected from members “for the 
sole purpose of meeting losses and 
expenses.” This is the present 
law, but the House voted to al- 
low these companies complete ex- 
emption along with farmers’ mu- 
tual, hail, cyclone and _ casualty 
companics. 

Amended in Committee. 

The Senate Finance Committee 
amended the bill to allow full ex- 
emption to all but fire insurance 
companies and to keep them un- 
der rules now provided.

Element of Graft. 


The element of graft as’‘one of 
the motives for the murder of the 
two men entered into developments 
in the case yesterday, in the opin- 
ion of officers investigating the 
murder, 

The sheriff declared that 
Constable Hockett never had been 
known to raid a still since his elec- 
tion last April. Hockett’s widow 
testifying at the inquest at Ed- 
wardsville, yesterday said her hus- 
band had visited the plant’ by the 
lake for the second time when he 
was seemingly seized there by the 
moonshiners, held prisoner for a 
week and finally killed. 

Mrs. Hockett and Mike were the 
principal inquest witnesses, and 
after Mike had left the stand .the 
irquest was contintfed untfl -Feb.\ 
15 to permit further investigation. 
Most of Mrs. Hockett’s testimony 
concerned the circumstances of her 
husband's last two days at their 
home at 211 Second street, Ed-- 
wardsville, where Balke, a former 
reformatory inmate. was a room- 
er. Mike confessed participation 
in moonshining operations and told 
of paying ‘“‘protection’’ money to 
two Madison County Constables, 
but depied he had ever paid any 
graft to Constable Hockett. 


The farm on which the bodies 
were found its the easternmost bit 
of land between the two arms of 
Fiorseshoe Lake. It is only six 
miles from East St. Louis, but be- 
cause it is bounded on three sides 
by water and impassable marshes 
and reached only by a rutted 
Wagon road, it is an ideal place for 
moonshining operations. 

Mrs. Hockett testified that she 
last saw her husband and Balke 
at 9:30 a. m. Friday, Jan. 29, when 
they announced their intention of 
going to the farm. 

Still Not Working. 

“My husband and Balke had 
been out there the preceding Wed- 


nesday,” ghe said, “and on the

“NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—While the 
army air service is still too small, 
the percentage of total military 
expenditures on it is greater than 
in any other country with the pos- 
sible exception of Great Britain, 
Dwight F. Davis, Secretary of War, 
said today at an aviation symposi- 
um held by the National Republi- 
can Club. 

The American flyer is the equal 
in skill and courage of the airmen 
of any other country, he said, and 
American airplane design is abreast 
or ahead of other nations. 

While government subsidies in 
other countries have made devel- 
opment of commercial aviation 
there more rapid than in the Unit- 
ed States, the future is bright, with 
marked signs of commercial devel- 
opment. 

. Davis predicted that the present 
Congress will pass legislation to 
provide government supervision of 
commercial fl¥ing. 

Rear Admiral William A. Mof- 
| fett, chief of the Navy Bureau of 
Aeronautics, ‘asserted that a sep- 
arate air corps must certainly 
bring confusion to the whole prob- 
lem of national defense. Advo- 
icacy of a sepatate air corps, she 
‘characterized as the ravings an@ 
rantings of publicity seekers. — 

The navy has operated rigid dir- 
igibles “with greater success than 
any other country, even taking into 
consideration the lamentable loss 
of the Shenandoah,” according to 
Admiral Moffett.

The Listener's Responsibility.

Talk of Leadership. 


“September 28, 1914——-We talked much of 
leadership and its importance in government.

Then there’ began a* large sentiment for

Wilson Reads Aloud. 


1914-——As usual, no one ex- 
cepting the family was present at dinner.

When President Wilson came to New York 
he almost invariably stayed with Col. House.

“Nov. 14, 1914: Upon my return to the 
apartment I found a call from the White 
House. In answer to it, they told me the Presi- 
ident would arrive at 6 o’clock this morning 
and would expect me to breakfast at 6:30, 
This changed my plans and I had-fo notify 
the Police Commissioner and several others, 
so it was well after midnight before I went 
to bed, and IJ arose at 5:3 

“The matter of entertaining a President 
within such confined quarters as our little 
apartment is not an easy undertaking, es- 
pecially since I have no clerical force ex- 
cepting my one secretary. 

“Oct. 8, 1915: Today started off with the 
usual bustle incident to a visit from the 
President. Telegrams, telephone calls, Secret 
Service men, newspaper reporters, notes, etc., 
etc. However, the confusion will cease the 
moment the President arrives, for I do nut 
permit the telephone to ring and we are un- 
disturbed by letters, notes, telegrams or visi- 
tors. When he fis once here, everything ap- 
pears as peaceful as if there were no such 
things as noise and confusion in the world.”’ 


Admiration of Wilson. 


House's admiration for the 
qualities was as keen as his personal affec- 
tion was deep. 

‘Tl have seen a great deal of the President 
on this visit (he wrote April. 17, 1914), and 
we have opened our minds to one another 
without reserve. I am impressed by the an. 
alytic qualities of his mind and the clear- 
ness with which he expresses his thoughts. 
I have come in contact with minds of great- 
er initiative and imagination, but never one 
that had more analytical power and compre- 
hension. 

“Nov. 14, 1914: The President * * ® is 
efficient in his manner of working. For in- 
stance, when we were discussing his message 
to the people concerning the Belgian relief 
funds he said: 
are best to cover.’ He took a telegraph blank 
having lines on it, and began to take down 
in shorthand the.different points, he making 
some suggestions and I making others. There 
were about five points to be covered, and he 
asked me to think if that were all. When we 
concluded, there was nothing more; he called 
his stenographer and dictated the message in 
full. 

‘He has one of the best ordered minds 
I have ever come in contact with, although 
he is always complaining of forgetfulness. 

“One peculiar phase of the President's 
character develops itself more fully from time 
to time (he wrote Nov. 22, 1915): that is, 
he dodges trouble. Let me put something 
up to him that is disagreeable and I have 
great difficulty in getting him to meet it. Il 
have no doubt that some of the trouble he 
had at Princeton was caused by this delay 
in meeting vexatious problems. 

“Another phase of his character is the in- 
tensity of his prejudices against people. He 
likes a few and is very loyal to them, but his 
prejudices are many and often unjust. He 
finds great difficulty in conferring with*men 
whom, for some reason, he has a

“April 15, 1914: I asked (Wilson) whom 
he considered the greatest man in the early 
days of the republic. He thought Alexander 
Hamilton was easily the ablest. We spoke of 
Washington and how much he depended upon 
Hamilton's advice. I thought.this in itself 
indicated Washington's greatness. The fact 
that he was able to pick out Hamilton from 
among his associates, as his guiding mind, 
and that he used him in this way, showed a 
breadth of view that was remarkable. I 
told him that all the really big men I had 
known had taken advice from others, while 
the little men refused to take ft. . . . 

“‘At another time in our conversation 
remarked that he always sought advice. I 
almost laughed at this statement, for Me- 
Adoo had just been telling me today that he 
was at White Sulphur with the President and 
his family when the dispatch came from Ad- 
mira] Mayo concerning his demand of Huerta 
to salute our flag, and he sald the President 
never eren mentioned the matter to him.

He 
asked me to bring to the attention of the 
President the fact that he, the President, was 
not seeing enough business men and was not 
talking to them, as he expressed it, ‘in their 
language.’ He thought the President had a

To Offset Criticism. 


Keenly aware of the wave of criticism that

He Has What Is Probably the 
Finest Collection of Firearms in Existence. Hts 
Adventures in Gathering These Guns Were Inter- 


C. BURTON SAUNDERS, one of the three best marksmen in the world and owner of 


a priceless and fascinating collection of guns.

ERRYVILLE, Ar- 
kansas.—This is a 
story about Arkan- 
sas' ‘‘Nine Hundred 
Gun Man" and it 
may as well be 
stated at the outset 
that if he doesn’t 
like it no effort will 
be spared to make it 
satisfactory. This 
- writer, for one, is 
not courting hostilities with C. Burton 
Saunders, because Saunders happens not 
only to be one of the three best revolver 


_ shots in the world, but also has at his elbow 


the world’s largest and finest collection of 
plain and fancy firearms to do his shoot- 
ing with. The man who would allow him- 
self to be drawn into a duel with this vet- 
eran of the Alaskan gold fields is just plain 
dumb. Fancy pacing off twenty yards and 
turning to face a human machine gun who 
can put ten bullets out of ten in a 8 1-3-inch 
circle at 50 yards; who can twirl a revolver 
on his trigger finger and keep a tin can 
rolling on the ground ahead of him; who 
can crack hickory nuts in the air with al- 
most any type of pisto) made, or who can 
whip out a pistol and kill a flying eagle 
100 yards away. No, thanks! 

Fortunately, however, C. Burton Saun- 
ders is not inclined to be belligerent. With 
all his talent for perforating the human 
fori, be is the moat kindly and peaceable 
of men and he {fis probably Berryville’s 
wealthiest and best loved citizen.

That $1600 pistol, an ancient long-bar- _ 


reled flintlock, was once the property of 
King Philip V of Spain. The royal armor- 
er of Spain devoted the entire year of 1737 
to its elaborate manufacture, carving the 
royal coat of arms on the handle in solid 
gold and chiseling on the side of the stock 
the monarch's {mage, this also in gold. This 
masterpiece of gunsmith’s art passed down 
a long line of Spanish rulers until it was 
presented by the Spanish Government to the 
late Col. W. B. Dickey, American Consul in 
Peru, about 30 years ago. Saunders heard 
of the rare weapon and offered $2000 for {, 
a price which Dickey refused. After cue 
Consul's death he waa able to purchase it 
from the Dickey estate for $1500. 


HE purchase of this weapon is 
fairly representative of Saunders’ 


methods. Once he hears of a pis 
tol that strikes his fancy he is off 
on its trail and he. sticks on its 


trail as long as there is hope of adding it 
to his museum. Price isn't of 80 much con- 
sequence. It is only the owner's absolute 
refusal to sell at any price, that thwarts the 
Arkansas gun collector. Two weapons that 
Saunders wants niost to buy how are those 
formidable ‘‘forty-fives’’ that Jease James 
imprudentiy laid on a bed in his home just 
before he mounted a chair to hang a pic- 
ture with Bob Ford present in the room, 
The son of the celebrated Missouri outlaw 
has those revolvers now and has declined 
all offers of curio seekers. If he ever does 
part with them, the chances are that they 
will not be long in finding their way into 
the Saunders arsenal. 

Three other pistols used by Jesse James 
at one time or another are already in the 
collection. These are a .44 caliber Starr 
cap and ball revolver, a Colt Navy .36 cap 
and ball and a Colt .45 single action car- 
tridge revolver. The Colt Navy .36 bears 
the bandit’s name etched on the barrel with 
acid and the Starr .44 muzzle yawne in front 
of a handle flaunting the macabre decora- 
tion of 46 copper tacks, each supposed to 
represent a Hfe taken by the weapon's mur- 
derous fire. Thia is said to have been the 
pistol carried during the outlaw's guerilla 
career with Quantrill and was abandoned 
ir a Negro cabin near Joplin, Missouri, after 
Jesse had killed three members of a purau- 
ing posse. The Negroes, fearing the weapon 
might be used to implicate them in the 
shooting, thrust it into a jar of lard and 
hid the container under the floor where ft 
was afterwards found. Pieces of the his- 
toric jar now have a place in the collection 
beside the James weapons. Sworn affida 
Vite attesting the authenticity of these pis- 
tols were obtained by the collector, as were 
affidavits concerning all other weapons of 
historical tinportance in the collection.

Another rei. of roy- 
alty is a Colt revolvédr made especially for 
the King of Greece with a likeness of that 
monarch carved in the ivory handle. 
From a grandson of the late President Diaz 
of Mexico he secured the revolver of the 
famous Mexican statesman together with an 


old powder horn intricately carved = and 
mounted with gold. For these Saunders 
trade? an expensive mod n automatic 


shootiug outfit. 

That device of swapping new guns for 
old was a trading device he frequently had 
occasion to practice, especially among Mex- 
icans, Indians and Astlatic tribesmen who 
found new weapons with a luster more al- 
luring than old-fashioned models with a his- 
tory. The most difficult trade he ever ac- 
romplished, he told me, was that in which 
he swapped a new automatic for an antl- 
quated but richly inlaid flintlock owned by 
an Arab chieftain. Saunders traveled al] 
the way from London to Luxor. Egypt, in 
quest of that weapon and visited the sheik 
in his desert camp. That transaction proved 
to be especially difficult for the reason that 
Saunders wanted the Arab's double-edged 
knife as well as the pistol and the chief was 
loath to part with {t because its villainous 
point still carried the stains of enemy blood. 
Indeed, they can atill be seen upon it. This 
shuddersome bit of ornamentation is high- 
ly prized among the Arabs, due to the be- 
lief that it wields a magic power of protec- 
tion. The gun hunter was oble to enter the 
chieftain’s tent only after bowing low and 
making obeisance in the Arab fashion, but 
after several days of wrangling he came 
Away with the pistol, the knife and even 
the Arab’s tent itself, a magnificent speci- 
men of the Near East's needlecraft. 
lot cost him about $1000 besides replace- 
ment articles, but he counted it one of the 
best bargains he ever drove.

Kk: not uninteresting part of the 
Saunders museum's contents, occur- 
ring here and there to break the con- 
tinulty of the string of _flrearms and 
to relate silently to the observer a grim tale 
of gory encounter at close range. Along 
side Buffalo Bill's celebrated Colt six-ahoot- 
er is the scout’s Bowle knife with which he 
slew Chief Yellow Hand in a sanguinary set- 
to while troops and Indlan warriors’ wit- 
nessed the duel from under a flag of truce. 
There is also Daniel Boone's hunting knife 
which, after ite wilderness career, remained 
In the Boone family for 104 years. 

From the knife display one passes on to 
pistols and more pistols and among them 
ls a St. Louls exhibit.

like siege gun of Murietta. Murietta, it will 
be recalled, was one of the moat notorious 
and murderous bandits who ever infested 
the West. He was finally killed in 1853 
by the California Vigilantes, but he killed 
six of them in the struggle with this very 
weapon. Killed at the same time was 
Three-Finger Jack, a member of his outlaw 
band and the latter’s Colt Navy .36 is to be 
found along with that of his leader. 
Weapons with a history almost as in- 
famous are those of Henry Starr, noted 
outlaw who was killed at Eureka Springs 
In a bank holdup two years ago, and his 
sister, Belle Starr, the, country’s most no- 
torious woman bandit, who was slain in 
Oklahonorm several years earlifer. Of better 
antecedents are such weapons as the Adame 
percussion model which Major White of the 
Cold+.ream Guards carried through the 
Crimean War in 1853; the little derringer 
with which Wild Bill Hickok once killed a 
desperado and thereby saved his own life; 
the early Engiish pepper-box model of the 
Frazer Brothers which carries a tragic his- 
tory of Indian war days, and the single-ac- 
tion Colt Frontier .44-40 revolver with 
which Annie Oakley did her fancy shoot- 
ing for 20 years with Buffalo Bill's wild 
west circus. There are other quaint weap- 
ons alinost innumerable——-fuse locks, tape 
locks, wheel locks, French pinfires, under- 
hammers, pepper-boxes, a pistol designed to 
be used also as knucks, a French pistol 
with dagger attacked like a bayonet, an 
opulent set of dueling pistols once owned 
by a King of France, a French gaa pistol 
of a type used in the recent war, and there 
is a vast array of modern automatics of 
every known make. There is even a wooden 
dummy automatic, for which he paid $50. 


HIS imitation pistol was  whit- 
tled out of wood by Diamond 


Joe Sullivan and the Connell broth- 


ers in the. Arkansas penitentiary two 
years ago and was used by them 
to effect their escape. That the prison 


guards were intimidated is not surprising, 
for it looks business-like enough with the 
tube of a shaving cream can fitted in the 
end as a muzzle. The outlaws were after- 
wards recaptured and with them the toy. 

It might be expected that even in all that 
vast store of weapons, Saunders would have 
a favorite, and he haa. It ig none other 
than an old Colt .36 single-action cap and 
ball revolver with which he learned to shoot 
asa boy. “If I could save only one weapon 
out of the entire collection,’ he says, “I 
would save that old Colt," 

Saunders didn't come by his” shooting 
skiil by accident. He comes of a family of 
expert shots and waa virtually brought up 
with a weapon in his hands. His father in 
early life was a cattleman, Indian fighter 
and buffalo hunter on the Texas frontier. 
His mother and one of his six sisters were 
once captured by the Indians and rescued 
only after an encounter in which the In- 
dians killed a neighbor and the elder Saun- 
ders killed the Indian Chief. His sisters all 
learned to shoot when small girls and in. 
stend of wringing the necks of chickens 
shot off their heads with a rifle when a 
chicken dinner was to be provided. 

Saunders was born in Texas in 1863, but 
moved with his parents to Berryville at an 
early age. Here he grew up and acquired 
most of his skill as a marksman hunting 
deer and turkeys with the other bovs of 


the town. He killed so many deer tn those 
days that he gained the nickname of 
“Buck.’’ which still clings to him When 


he was a young man his father discovered 
the site which afterwards was to become 
Eureka Springs. Young Saundera himself

built the first house and named the town. 
Even though he didn’t make his fortune 
by shooting, his skill played no small part 
in giving him his start. About 1895 he was 
living in Spokane with a married sister 
when a wealth: banker of Portland, Oregon, 
became impressed by his amazing skill as a 
marksman and offered him a lucrative job 
in the gold minfng district of British Co- 
lumbia. A few years later came the famous 
gold rush of ‘98 and Saunders was among 
the first to reach the fleld of riches. Where 
thousands of others failed, he made a for- 
tune and in later years doubled it by can- 
ny speculation in California real estate. 
Twenty years ago he retired, determined 
to devote the remainder of his life to his 
hobby. Freviously he had assembled about 
100 weapons, some of them famous, but lost 
the collection in the San Francisco earth- 
quake fire of 1906. Since then he bas 
spent his time in traveling over the globe, 
in keeping his markmanship up to form and 
in hunting and fishing. Before her death 
16 years ago his wife accompanied him on 
his journeys. They had no children. Since 
Mrs. Saunders’ death, he has lived alone.

- AUNDERS kept his collection in

Every window 
and door in the place is equipped with a 
burglar alarm, a caretaker is on constant 
guard and even the living quarters of the 
house fairly bristle with weapons—--sawed- 
off shotguns, rifles and pistols everywhere. 
Reach under any pillow or mattress in the 
house and you come up with a six-shooter 
And woe unto the bur«lar caught prowling 
around when Saunders is present and can 
get his hanud on a gun.

When T was detailed aa a gentry on outpost duty. I saw the fellow 

who siot me and lam sure he was either a Russian or a German. The 
neff army hae a good many representatives from both countriesa— 
miOst of thein outiows or ne'ert-do-wells, who are fighting to escape 
prison terms at home or merely to appease a thirst for slaughter. This 
feilow’s bullet hit me in the shoulder. It knocked me out for a while. 
but the pain waa not erat for four or five hours. Notwithstanding the 
pain, however, Il was the onject of envy among the other fighting men. 
The Legionnaire asks for no hetter- luek than that of recelving @ 
fiesh wound and being evacuated to a hospital.

to be an American, and t'\i. form of brutality is rarei) employed on 
Americans. Without offic al Intervention it is next to impossible to 
obtain an honorable dise! ‘e. Courtarmartial mete ov’ extensions of 


service for attempted des ion or other Infractions of iacipline, and 
discipiine is of tne atrictest kind. The Legionnatre «niists for five 
years, but IT have met men in the Legion who have 10 to 12 yeare yet 
to serve on a five-year enlistment hecause of courtmartial pena!ties. 

“T certainly didn't know what sort of an outfit I was jotning, and 
lar sure that many other adventurers learn too late what 1 learned. 
The bulk of the Foreign Legion ta made up of the riff-raff of Europe 
Of course, there are many good men in the force, but the majorit 
are criminals or outcasts who have prison sentences hanging ove 
them tn their own lands Fully 65 per cent of the Legionnaires ar 
Gertpbane who enlisted after the World War, when economic cond} 
tlonc were so chaotic, and there has been a large increase of enliet 
ments from England ae a resuit of economic depression there. There 
are also many Rusalang, Itailans and representatives of sbout every 
otver netionality, including a few American Negroes. If anybody 
bas the idea that the far-famed Foreign Legion is made up of fine ad- 
venturous young madcaps. he is mistaken In probably a majority 
of cases enlistment is a last resort before prison. Suicide is often re- 
sorted to when the strain becomes too great 

“it is only after a Lexionnaire has shed blood for France that he 
is accorded some measure of respect. The wounded man Is treated 
Kindly, although his lot ts etill a bard one. for doctors are few and 
there {if only one medical corps attendant with each company. Sanil- 
tary conditions are revolting. Vermin infested the beds and clothing 
Of patients in every hospltel I waa in. Protests brought only shrugs 
from the phyasiciana and the cominent was that all the others were 
enduring the same conditions.” 

The pay of a Legionnaire is next to nothing, Kiligore asserts. The 
soldier draws a base wage of 25 centimes. or a Quarter of a franc. 

When 
he is sent to the front he gets a franc and 75 centimes a day. but 
from this he must buy his shoe and button polish. his. tobacco, 
postage and such other outside necessities as he may require.
